we have hired to deltroy our feliow-fubjects, and to ravage 
a country in which we once claimed an invaluable thare.

The relation that flands now between us, 
gives vou a right, if I may fo fpeak, to my unmended fen- 
timents; and I will willingly fubmit every defe& to your 
cenfure, rather than be fuppoled to ufe management and art, 
or to confult what is conformable to perfonal or party con: 
fiderations, inftéead of that which unbridled truth (according 
to my conception of it) requires of me. What further fteps 
nay be in cantemplation towards obtaining the obje& of our 
withes, Ido nut know, but it is not probable that what has 
lately arifen will facken the zeal of thofe who have already 
ftepped forward in the bufinefs. With that idea bpon my 
mind it is impoffible for me to conclude without expreffin 
an earneft with, that whatever is thought of may be thir | 
with that true fpirit of firmnefs and moderation which be- 
longs to the caufe of juftice ; and above all, that by eve 
means that cap be devifed, a good underftanding and uniog 
may, be infured amongit re{pectable men of all ranks and de- 
{criptions, who agree in the penis principle of liberty; al. 
though there may be fhades of difference in fmaller points, 
or in matters not calling for immediate difcuffion, Indeed 
you will find it true wifdom, and a very honourable poliey, 
to ftrengthen the caufe of your country with every honett 
aid that can be obtained. No public canfe was ever carried 
by divided efforts.
